Free mail delivery has been 
granted for the Sierra Madie 
post ollice, according to a tele¬ 
phone message from Congress¬ 
man Randall, received last night 
by Postmaster Morgridge. 

Because of a number of form¬ 
alities to be gone through with, 
it is impossible to say just how 
soon delivery service will begin. 
It seems likely to come within a 
few weeks, or by the end of the 
present year at the longest. 
First in State 

Siena Madre will have the 
di.stinction of being the first 
post office of the third class in 
California to have delivery serv¬ 
ice. Heretofore free mail deliv¬ 
ery has been limited to jiost of¬ 
fices of first and .second clas.s- 
■.>es. Annual postal receipts of 
;^1U,00() were required, wliich 
were seldom reached in cities of 
less than 5,000 population. 

Sierra Madre will have wliati 
is officially designated as ‘’Vil-j 
lage Delivery” service. There 
is no difference in the 
but mail carriers are not under 
civil service classification as are 
carriers and clerks in first and 
.second class offices. The distinc¬ 
tion is purely for administrative 
purposes of the post office ile- 
partment. 

V'illage Delivery .service is 
now extended to post offices of 
the third class having annual re¬ 
ceipts of $5,000 or more. For 
some time this class of .service 
has been conducted in a few 
eastern towns on an experiment¬ 
al basis, a small appropriation 
having been made for the pur- 
^>0HV. 'rfie last ix)st office ai> 
jjiropriation bill incieased the al¬ 
lowance so that the service can 
1)0 extended somewhat. 

Universiil Service 

It has been the irolicy of the 
present postal administration to 
make the really wonderful serv¬ 
ice of the post office us nearly 
universal as possible. Since e.s- 
tablishment of the rural free de¬ 
livery system there has been a 
feeling that the medium sized 
towns were getting the worst of 
it, not teing as well off as either 
city or country. Village Deliv¬ 
ery represents the effort of the 
administration to equalize jwstal 
facilities for the whole country. 

Quick Action 

Formal application for the es¬ 
tablishment of delivery service 
^ in Sien-a Madre was made some 
J time ago by Postmaster Morg- 
L ridge. In addition to the appli- 

■ cation to the post office depart- 

ment, the services of Congress- 
|nan Randall were enlisted in the 
case. 

Mr. Randall had teen called 
^ to California by the serious ill¬ 
ness of his mothei-, and while in 
IjOs Angeles visited Sierra Ma¬ 
dre for the express puriK)se of 
investigating the application. 
He immediately telegraphed his 
approval to the post office de¬ 
partment at Washington. \\ ith- 
in 48 hours he was notified by 
wire that the application would 
be granted. 

As a member of the hou.se 
committee on post offices and 
post roads, Mr. Randall is in 
close touch with the department 
and that fact undoubtedly had 
much to do with securing such 
i prompt attention for his reijuest 
L Requirements for Service 

I Before the service can com- 

I mence it will be necessary . for 
a post office inspector to visit 
Sierra Madre to go over- the 
situation. He will make report 
to the department as to the ter¬ 
ritory to be covered, equipment 
needed, etc. It will then be nec¬ 


essary to .secure etiiiipinenl, ap¬ 
point can iei .s and make .some 
other arrangeinents before the 
delivery of mail begins. 

Nimihers Required 
Certain reiinirements are im¬ 
posed on patrons liefore mail 
will be delivered to their- I'esi- 
dences. Sidewalks must be in 
good condition. Mail lioxes are 
reiiuired on residences, l)ut not j 
.stores which are open dur¬ 
ing delivery hours. llou.ses 
must 1)0 numbered and str'eet 
signs installed at all intei'sec- 
tions in the cai'rier district. 

For some patrons of the iiost 
ollice it will be more conveirient 
to ri'ceivtj mail at the ])ost office 
as at i»resent than at their I'esi- 
(hmces. 'Phat will al.so be true 
ol some business houses which 
will find an advantage in r-e- 
ceiving mail in their lock boxes 
a littli* .soonei- than would be 
[Hissible by carrier. 

I For till' greater i»art of the 
I population delivery service will 
j be a boon. This is especially 
ser vice, I in familit's where on ac¬ 
count of sickness or other reason 
there is no one who can visit 
the post office freipiently or reg¬ 
ularly.

SIX RULES FOR PREVENTING FIRES IN THE MTS. 

1. Matches—Be sure your match is out before you throw it 
away. Matches whose heads glow after the flame is out 
are dangerous. 

2. Tobacco—Throw' pipe ashes, and cigar or cigarette stumps 
in the dust of the road, and stamp or pinch out the fire 
before leaving them Doa’f Uifow them into brush, 
leaves or needles. 

3. Making Cunip—Build a small camp lire. Build it in tlie 
open, not against a tree or log, nor within fifteen feet of 
standing brush. Scrape away the trash from all around 
it. 

4. Leaving Camp—Never leave a camp fire, even for a short 
time, without quenching it with water and then covering 
it with earth. 

5. Bonfires—Bonfires are not peiinitted on the Angelas 
National Forest, 

6. Fighting Fires—If you find a fire, try to put it out. If 

you can’t, get word to the nearest U. S. Forest Ranger 
or State Fire Warden at once. Keep in touch with the
